DOES NOT PROTECT SMALL 
H(ME-OWNER 


OAKLAND, Cal., Feb. 16.— 
One hundred and fifty delegates 
and spectators, representing sev- 
enteen organizations, attended 
the first United Front conference 


of the Home Owners and Home 
Protective Association in Lock- 
wood school, Oakland, at 8 o’- 
clock on Thursday, Feb. 15. 
Numerous labor and fraternal 
organizations which had never 


previously taken part in any con- 
ferences or action to protect their 
homes against foreclosures and 


evictions had delegates present 
at the meeting. 
An attempt to disrupt. the 


meeting was made by an uniden- 


tified Australian Social-Democrat, 
who tried to confuse the dele- 


gates by accusing the association 
of advocating the use of firearms 
to defend homes. When Comrade 
Handy of Berkeley, Comrade Wil- 
son of the International Labor 
Defense. and Comrade Sonia Bal- 
tron of the Communist Party 
explained how mass pressure and 
mass committees had _ suceeeded 
in saving, not only Sierra’s home 
but homes all over the United 
States. the Socialist’s attempt to 
confuse the conference was de- 
feated, and the delegates sup- 
ported the plan of mass action. 

Resolutions demanding that 
local Congressmen should fight 
for a bill guaranteeing the prin- 
ciple of Home Loan honds so that 
the mortgagors could be forced to 
accept these bonds from = small 
home-owners, and calling for an 
immediate nation-wide morator- 
ium on foreclosures and evictions 
were passed, and several new 
eases of threatened foreclosures

JOBS 


ASTORIA, Ore., Feb. 10.-—An- 
other wage-cut has been put over 
on Astoria’s unemployed “relief” 
workers. This is the third blow 
in two weeks at the living stan- 
dard of Astoria’s unemployed, for 
two weeks ago the CWA works 
were cut in half, and later the 
County Red Cross cut the script 
payment to its workers from 30c 
per hour to 25c per hour. 

Figures released by the capi- 
talist press reveal that 1322 na- 
tive born workers, to say nothing 
of foreigners, are still ‘actively 
seeking employment”. There have 
been 2744 applications for jobs, 
and 2267 ‘‘jobs’” handed out, so 
that, with 1322 of the 2744 still 
looking for work, it is easy to 
see that the jobs handed out here 
are temporary odd jobs on farms, 
and other work of that nature. 
Most of those who have secured 
jobs have had CWA work, and 
now that is being cut down on 
because of a so-called ‘‘pick-up’”’ 
in “private employment’’.

Towards the beginning of the 
20th century, this situation Was 
changed. In the United States 


there was a great development of 


the movement towards trustifica- 
tion; free competition rapidly 
gave way to monopoly. 


Until the end of the 19th cen- 
tury, the United States govern- 
ment, different from other big 
powers, did not find it so neces- 
sary to seize colonies, because it 
had plenty of room to ex- 
pand to the West and to the 
South. Jt was the beginning of 
the 20th century, however, when 
the previously “available” colo- 
nial lands were already all divid- 
ed up. The United States capital- 
ist elass simultaneously found 
that it had no more room for easy 


expansion in territories near it. 
Already it had gobbled up all 


territories from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. to the Pacific Ocean, and to 
the Canadian border in the Great 
Northwest. Now, there began the 
struggle by the capitalist powers 
for a re-distribution of colonies, 
each wanting more, and spheres 
of influence (a sphere of influ- 
ence is a smaller country where 
foreign capital has special pri- 
vileges). This struggle natural- 
lv took on open war-fare, and 
initiated a period of almost in- 
cessant war-fare. whieh, with but 
und is 


minor let-ups, has been 
continuing until now. 

The first of these was the 
Spanish-American War, during 


which the United States acquired 
its chief colonial possessions in 
the Philippines, in the Caribbean 
and its position of influence in 
South America.

Under capitalism commodity 
production is carried on for sale. 
That is clear to me. 


How would this be changed 
under a Communist society? It 
seems to me commodity produc- 
tion would go on even under a 
Communist society. Each factory 
or farm will produce more than 
they can use. They must then 
pass this surplus on to someone 
else. How else can this surplus 
be disposed of except on the open 
market? Would not this disposal 
constitute commodity production ? 


ANSWER: Under Communism 
there would be a Planning Com- 
mission that would administer 
all industries. This commission 
would consist of experts who 
would estimate how much of each 
product is required for the maxi- 
mum health, comfort and culture 
of the masses. Every industry 
would then be assigned its task 
accordingly. Because of the eli- 
mination of the waste of capital- 
ism, industry would be more effi- 
cient and productive than now. 
The maximum amount required 
to satisfy all human wants would 
necessitate only a few hours work 
daily.

financial as well as industrial 
operations.
